After a careful, unbiased study of the decision which 
faces voters of Palm Springs on May 20th, it is this writer’s 
opinion that the best interests of the community would be 
served by permitting the city to negotiate with the federal 
government for the acquisition of the Torney Hospital prop­ 
erty. It is not the policy of this newspaper, however, to 
force this belief down the throats of our readers but to give 
them as much factual information as possible on which to 
base their own decision. 
Everybody knows by this time that personal prejudices, 
selfish interests and matters irrelevant to the issue at hand, 
have been allowed to creep into this election campaign. 
Some are understandable but many disregarded the best 
interests of the Village. The Desert Sun has no axe to 
grind, is not guided by advertising income; w ill do its 
best to keep the record clean and straight. 


IN THE FIRST PLACE, let us not forget that a favor­ 
able vote only authorizes the local city government to nego­ 
tiate with the federal government and that the city can­ 
not buy the property unless offered to them for $500,000 
or less. An allowance of $150,000 of the $650,000 must be 
authorized for renovation, etc. Neither can our city proceed 
with the purchase unless the terms anticipated are allowed. 
The election is merely to permit—or deny—the city council 
to make a fortunate deal if it is offered. 
Let’s consider some of the objections first. There are 
two principle ones: 1) The opinion that the city would be 
better off with another hotel than the uses to which the 
city government would put the property. 2) The belief that 
it is too much of a financial undertaking for the city to 
assume—that other functions would have to be neglected. 
The argument that the city hasn’t a chance to get the 
property is not an issue at all. The question to be decided 
is whether or nofr we want it if WE DO HAVE A CHANCE. 
It cannot be denied that another high class hotel such 
as El Mirador was would be a big asset to the community. 
It would employ 125 or more people and attract some 200 
guests, many of whom might not come otherwise. The city 
would also benefit from taxes derived from the property if 
operated as a private business. 


THE ARGUMENT that the city might become bankrupt 
may be an honest opinion but does not seem justified. The 
city is depending on the loc^l sales tax to make the pay­ 
ments, and estimates indicate that it would be adequate. 
There is no reason to assume that other functions of the 
city could not be continued as at present. And, even though 
it is admittedly a big chunk to bite off, almost any individ­ 
ual or business firm will take some chance when a good 
buy is offered. It might be pointed out also that the city 
COULD come out very nicely on the deal financially. Just 
what the future holds is speculative, anyway. 
The best argument in favor of the purchase, of course, 
is the many facilities it provides all at one time; grounds, 
buildings and equipment for the continuation of the Com­ 
munity Hospital; 
buildings and land for the Desert 
Museum; a large city park and recreational area; a city 
hall to house all departments of the city government and 
offices for county, state and federal agencies as well, and 
buildings for the Health Center and a Branch Library. If 
we get all of this for Palm Springs for $500,000, it looks like 
a bargain to me. If we can’t get it for that, there doesn’t 
seem to be any harm done trying. It’s a possibility that 
shouldn’t be turned down without a lot of serious thought. 
There’ll never be another chance like it—that’s certain!

Calls Attention To Stand Taken When 


Question First Broached in Village 


Members of the C ivic Center and Hospital commit­ 
tee advocating the purchase of the Torney General Hos­ 
pital property yesterday called attention to what they 
termed the inconsistent position taken by some of the 
members of the Taxpayer's Protective association, or­ 
ganized to oppose the acquisition of the surplus govern­ 
ment property by the city.

It was recalled th at one of the 
most ardent proponents for the 
acquisition of all of Torney Gen­ 
eral hospital, which included al­ 
most double the acreage now be­ 
ing sought, was Robert Ransom, 
w hen he w as the president of 
the cham ber of commerce. To­ 
day he is secretary of the Tax­ 
payer’s 
Protective 
association, 
publicly on record as against the 
purchase of Torney. 


IT WAS ALSO pointed out by 
Carl Lykken that Ransom and 
others associated w ith him in the 
Protective association, played an 
im portant part in the creation of 
the Com m unity Hospital associa­ 
tion but are now supporters for 
the organiaztion of a hospital dis­ 
trict, w hich he said, if it came to 
pass, w ould 
increase th e tax­ 
paying load of property owners 
here. 
In October, 1945, the then com­ 
paratively new secretary of the 
cham ber 
of 
commerce, 
Harry 
H arper, w as sent to W ashington, 
D. C„ w ith the apparent approval 
of President Ransom and others, 
to ascertain w hat steps could be 
taken by the city, in the purchase 
of the A rm y Air base and Torney 
G eneral hospital, they say rec­ 
ords reveal.

UPPERMOST IN THE MINDS of many people is the 
fate of the Community Hospital now located on the prop­ 
erty to be sold. Much controversy evolves around the 
hospital and therein lies a highly debatable subject. It 
divides into three groups: 1) Those who believe that the 
hospital is in immediate danger of having to close its doors 
within a few months if the city doesn’t get the property, 
and that the purchase is worth going after for this reason 
ALONE. 2) Those who don’t believe the hospital will have 
to move and think it better to arrange for a new one any­ 
way. 3) And those who disagree w ith some of the hospital’s 
policies and wouldn’t care if it did have to fold up and 
quit business. 
Perhaps m y interest in the hospital is a selfish one for 
I spent some tim e there, thought its facilities excellent, 
liked its friendly atmosphere and above all appreciated 
being taken in on short notice when I was seriously ill. 
So I agree with those who believe that its loss jvould be a 
severe blow to the community and that it would be a 
shame to take an unnecessary chance of losing it. As to 
what the future actually holds, probably no one knows. 
Your guess is as good as mine. 
A drawing which shows how the city plans to adapt the 
grounds and buildings to the various uses appears in this 
issue of the paper. It tells the story better than a thousand 
words. Voters should study it carefully when weighing 
one side against the other. Are these uses of more im­ 
portance to the Village than another hotel? That is the 
paramount issue in the coming election. 
Finally, ridiculous cartoons and personal attacks only 
go to create hard feelings. There are some perfectly reason­ 
able arguments against the proposal which have been by­ 
passed in an effort to confuse the voters. It’s a shame that 
such tactics have been injected into the controversy. There 
is no reason on earth why honest differences of opinion 
could not be aired in a perfectly friendly manner and 
avoid ill feeling that can do much harm to a community.

THE PICTURE TELLS THE STORY—Here, graphically, in a 
drawing by Clark and Frey, architects, is shown the Torney 
Proposal. The view is north from Tacheva drive and the uses' 
to which the property will be put if acquired by the city plainly 
shown. 
As shown at the west end of the drawing, the vacant prop­ 
erty between Indian avenue and Palm Canyon drive will be a 
botanical garden or park, maintained by the Desert Museum. 
In the northwestern portion will be the Public Health Clinic. 
The main administration building, the one with the tower, will 
house offices for municipal usage, also county, state and federal 


agencies. This would house all of the city offices, now scattered 
about the Village in rented quarters. 
The building now occupied by the Community Hospital, 
another identical unit not now in use, the plunge, several bunga­ 
lows, Red Cross recreational building and other nearby struc­ 
tures, as shown in the drawing, would be turned over to the 
Community Hospital. It is believed these hospital facilities will 
be self-sufficient, eliminating an annual drive for operating 
funds. 
The theater and auxiliary building will be turned over to 
the Desert Museum for lectures and research. Last year more 


than 10,000 persons attended the lectures and hundreds more 
visited the museum. 
The gymnasium building to the east will serve for a recrea­ 
tion center, community events, boys’ and girls’ organizational 
activities and many other like events now impossible because 
of lack of adequate facilities. 
Not shown in the drawing but southeast of Tacheva and 
Via Miralesta is the location for a city park. The southerly por­ 
tion is sought by the Desert School district in a separate appli­ 
cation, as a school site. 
Whether the city acquires the property will be decided at an 
election a week from today.

Or Soothsayer, Says Avak in Plea 


For Understanding by U. S. Public

"I am not a faith healer, miracle w orker or soothsayer: I would 
rather be known in this country as a devout m an of God." 
This was the calm and apparently sincere statem ent of Avak 
Hakobian, 20-year-old Armenian mystic healer, brought to Palm 
Springs by the multi-m illionaire vinter, K rikor Arkelian, to a t­ 
tem pt a faith-healing cure of his son, Vaughn, 37, who has been 
suffering from epilepsy for 23 years.

A FAINT W ISP

A vak’s delicate m outh as he con­ 
tinued: 
“I do not heal,” he said, "nor 
do I cause miracles to happen. 
All I do is ask for God’s assist­ 
ance in prayer and my prayers, 
so far, have all been answered. 
He spoke of his experience as 
a faith healer in his native land 
of Iran; of the rough treatm ent 
he received at the hands of au­ 
thorities and others who scoffed 
at his cures and then finally in 
u tter desolation of mind and sick 
at heart, he sought out Colonel 
Sum bat Yehiazarian, medical of­ 
ficer in the Iranian arm y. He said 
he begged for an audience with 
the giant vandyked bearded m edi­ 
cal m an and arm y officer. He 
told him of the vision he had in 
which he was commanded to go 
forth and heal the wounds of 
mankind. 


THE DOCTOR who made the 
journey from Iran with Avak, 
took up the story at this point. 
He said his curiosity was aroused 
as a m an of science and one who 
was an ardent student of the hu­ 
man mind. That was a little more 
two years ago 
“I found that w here medical 
science stopped w ith the use of 
pills and surgery,” said Yehia- 
zarian, “A vak accomplished just 
as much and in cases w here m edi­ 
cal science declared a case as 
hopeless, complete cures were af­ 
fected.”

AFTER THE BANQUET on the 
three-hour ride back to Palm 
Springs from the A rm enian res­ 
taurant in Los Angeles, I con­ 
tinued probing into the back­ 
ground of A vak's life as a healer.
